A COMING 1q PROBLEM. 


Several Protestant papers tiave, from time to time, been ex- 
pressing, in a very mild way, the hope that the Constitutionalists 
would win in Mexico. Two or three suggested the reason, namely, 
that Protestant missionary endeavor would find more encourage- 
ment under Carranza than under Huerta, since the Constitutional- 
ists are opposed to the Catholic Church. The “Menace” has started 
a campaign to create an anti-Catholic sentiment in favor of the 
Constitutionslists. Receipt of dispatches from Tampico by the 
Chicago Tribune gives color to the idea of our separated brethren, 
that the rebels are disposed to do everything possible against the 
Church, The priests have all been driven out of Tampico, One, 
who remained, is to be executed if he does not pay a ransom of 
$26,000, which, of course, is impossible. The people of his Church 
are trying to raise the money. If it is not raised he will be shot. 

Now comes news from a man on the ground amongst the 
refugee priests from Mexico. Rev. E. B. Ledvina, Vice President 
of the Catholic Church Extension Society, was in Brownsville two 
weeks ago to set the new Motor Chapel to work. Here are some 
of the things he learned from the refugees themselves: 

“The Catholics in the United States do not Kaow the real facts 
concerning the treatment the Church and the Clergy are receiving 
at the hands of the Rebels. Some of the press reports publishing 
the assurances of the Rebels that they will not’ disturb existing 
conditions are very misleading,” writes Father Ledvina. “In the 
two days that I have been at Brownsville I saw ‘five priests and 
eleven Christian Brothers and five or six Marist ‘Brothers come 
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* against the ‘Gringo,’ wad vas Gon dine tot 

* sulted that any other American runs. 

* “The ‘Menace,’ I am told, has its ‘articles 

* ish and scattered broadcast among the poor 

* who can read to read the papers for them. 7 : 

° “Impressed as they are with the idea that their abject pov 

* and general miserable condition is the result of bondage caused 

* the rich landowners and capitalists, they are easily ted to believe 
* that the Church is connected with this oppression, since they se 
* the clergy respected by the wealthy and the various institutions 
* maintained in more or less modern style and attended by the chil- 
* dren of the cultured class. The agitators do all the rest. 

. “It is making it hard on the already poor institutions along the 
* border to keep up the granting of help to these poor refugees. But 
* they are doing it. What is occurring at Beownsville must of course 
* be happening at Laredo, Pass and at El Paso, and at other 
* inland border points in New Mexico and California. 

. “The Southern Bishops are engaging the refugee priests as 
* much as they ¢an during their exile to labor among the Mexican 
* refugees living on this side of the line, and farther up; north in 
* Texas and elsewhere. The good Bishops have Iittle to offer them 
* for their services excepting Mass Intentions, if they can be ob- 
* tained. These, unfortunately, are very few down this way. . 

. “There are clergymen who held important and high fositions 
* ip the Church in Mezxice, who are now working among the poor 
* Mexican refugees on this side of the line and in the midst of all 
* kind of privations for their merest subsistence, I have met excel- 
* lent priests and brothers. They are all bearing up bravely under 
* the depressing experience. Of course, there must be moments 
* when the past appears very vividly before their minds and it is 
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impossible to keep from breaking down, Last evening while we 


were kneeling in the sacristy during the biccintin art of the Blessed 


Sacrament after Rosario, one of the refugee pastors was kneeling 
directly in front of me. I thought I heard muffled sobs from some 
where, and at last I saw that the poor priest in front of me was 
crying pitifully. It was the young priest who had been jailed in 
Matamoros. His grief affected me very much. 

“l am told that the border towns are all more or less in 
sympathy with the Constitutionalists. The press in many of the 
towns is bought up by the Rebels, or at least some pressure or 
influence seems to have been brought to bear to show considera- 
tion and favor to the Constitutionalists. The stores on this side 
are doing great business. I saw wagon after wagon loaded with 
flour going over to Matamoros, evidently for shipment to the Rebel 
army.” 

There is no need of writing anything further on the subject. 
Catholics of the country will understand perfectly weil what their 
co-religiontets may expect in Mexico after the Constitutionalists 
are put in saddle, and must govern themselves accordingly. The 
lives of five at least of our co-religionists were snuffed out during 
the fighting at Vera Cruz. It is true that they died doing their duty 
by the American flag. It would be hard indeed if that duty also 
brought about the wholesale murder of priesta and the driving out 
of religion from’ the Republic of Mexico.

over from Matamoros just weross the Rio Grand@ river opposite 
this city of Brownsville. They were refugees Trom Monterey. 
Among them was Father Pratt, C. M. F., formerly the Supefior of 
his Congregation at San Antonio, Texas. All were disguised as 
laymen, to avoid exposing themselves to still greater insults and 
annoyances. Refugees have been coming iu and through Browns- 
ville in the past few weeks, right along, as Father Bugnard, O. M. I., 
the pastor of the Mexican church in Brownsville, told me. And 
even Sisters have been among the refugees, too. They have been 
driven out by the Constitutionalists. In Monterey, Father Pratt. 
told me that as many as eighteen priests’ were marched through 
the stréets, between jeering rows of soldiers who were insulting 
them on their way to the bastile. Foreign-born clergy alone are 
allowed to leave the country, and even then not without being 
searched for money and subjected to various indignities prompted 
by the rough soldiery and the scoffing renegadesand apostates to 
the Church. The native clergy are held, and forced to do menial 
work for the army, such as cutting grass for the Rebel cavalry. 

“The ViearGeneral of Monterey, a venerable old man, and a 
native of Mexico, I was told, is among the number of the im- 
prisoned clergy. The Archbishop of Monterey was told secretly by 
some sympathizer to flee to Mexico City. ile would have been im- 
prisoned with the rest otherwise. 

“Tl was told that the Sisters of the Good Shepherd, who have a 
refuge for fallen women close to Monterey, just across the river, 
were forced to witness open revolting scenes enacted by lewd 
women, {n the presence of the Sisters, with the bestial soldiery, 
who came to the institution. ° 

“and I am told that innocent young women are not protected. 
It is sald that the parents of fair youhg women were tied by sol- 
diers and made to witness the ravaging of the virtue of their 
daughters. Soldiers are said to walk into a house, and at the point 
of the revolver demand the surrender of the young women of the 
house for lewd purposes. J was told furthermore that the soldiers 
of Villa had been given the express privilege of satisfying their 
lusts, to their hearts’ content, for a pertod of eight days, after a 
vietory and the taking of a city. All this is carefully concealed 
from the press. 

“One young priest, a paster of a church in Monterey, who is in 
the house here, and with whom I have been talking through an in- 
terpreter, came with some refugees—-priests and Brothers the day 
before yesterday to Matamoros, He was accompanied by his own 
father. Like others, he had discarded anything that would reveal 
his priestly identity, but when his valise was searched at Mata-

of Christ, IS NOT A CHRISTIAN. If God's Church falled at any time, then 
we would be without a true Church, for no man or society has the right to 
usurp God’s authority; and Christ Himself would be a liar, fn saying that 
|the gates of hell should never prevail against His Church. 

Let all Bible readers and all Bible preachers bear well in mind that 
the Church of God was organized and was working before the Bible was 
written. If this means anything, it means that people were to be saved 
THROUGH THE CHURCH and not through the Bible INDEPENDENTLY 
OF THE CHURCH. Al! the writers of the Bible were members of that 
Church; they wrote from within that Chureh and for the members of that 
Church, God inspiring them.

One faith 
has been imposed upon us by God, that One Faith we must have: One 
Chureh has been organized for our salvation, to that One Church we must 
belong. 

Tt would seem that throughout history, and side by side with the Church 
of God, there has been standing an anti-religious “clique” continually 
occupied, carrying from mind to mind and from city to city individual 
miseries which they could pick out here and there among Ged’s people. 
And in their rabid anxiety to find sensational news, they fell, not seldom, | 
into detraction, backbitings, slanders and lies. That class was very active 
even ip the days of the prophet Jeremiah: “Report, say they, and we will 
report it” (Jer. XX, 10). 3 

Dear reader, that kind of work has never done any good, only evil. There 
is something better in @ man than his faults; & Nation can be glorious in 
spite of the scoundrels and criminals behind the walls of its penitentiaries;
